Incidentally, you will be interested to know that 
extensive interviews were conducted with each of five proarinent 
Soviet dissidents exchanged for two Soviet spies in New York 
City on April 27, 1979, on the possibility that Wallenberg was 
still alive in Soviet prison csfpps. None of the five 
(■ y-nrlsoners could confirm or lend credence to such rumors.
